RAFFIC experts generally agree if there is one 
place in the world where horse-drawn vehicles do not 
belong at the present time, it is on the streets of our Ameri- 
can cities.

However, merchants and other freight carriers 
still gling to an outworn method of transportation. No 
cities that we know of have as yet had courage to pass laws

o. What is likely to end horse transport in 
usvau centers is the increasing difficulty of getting stable 
room and efficient stablemen to care for the animals. A 
wagon and team of horses needs twice as much space for its 
off hours as does a motor vehicle unit and space in our big 
cities is rapidly getting so valuable that horse owners will 
be forced to dispense with their animals and turn to trucks. 
And this, after all, is a more satisfactory solution of 
the problem than American “pastime of 
“passing a law.” 


Care Will Save Your Car 


HEN the Motor and Equipment Association adopted 

the phrase “Care Will Save Your Car” 
it did more than that: it actually stated what should be the 
guiding principle of the service division of the automotive 
industry today. 

Service today should mean prevention, rather than 
pair. The service division should reap most of its profits 
through inspections and adjustments that will prevent the 
imminent need for repairs. 

The service man who will persuade his customers to 
bring in their cars for periodic inspection, adjustment and 
minor repairs as they are needed will profit in the end far 
more satisfactorily than if he waits for major repair jobs, 

Furthermore, the repairman sheuld realize that by pre- 
venting dislocation of his client’s transportation he is build- 
ing a factor of good will which could not be achieved in any 
other way. Medical men today are persuading more and 
more of us to submit to periodic examinations as to our phy- 
sical condition in order to prevent major diseases. The 
service division of the automotive industry should adopt 
these tactics and prevent major vehicle repairs by showing 
customers that “Care will save your car.” 

An ounce of prevention will save a pound of cure. 
An old adage, but just as true today as when it first was 
written or spoken.

June Registrations 
Show Gain Over 1928; 
Decline From May 


Columbus, O., July 26 (U. T. 
P.S.).—New car sales in the 
passenger line in eight of the most 
populous counties in Obio during 
June totaled 16,505, as compared 
with 18,425 in May, according to 


a report compiled by the Ohio 
Council, National Automobile 
Dealers’ Association. The total

Toronto, Ont., July 26 (U. T. P 
Is ».—According to an announcement 
| today by the federal authorities, 
} automobile production in Canada in 
;}June indicated a further  pro- 
} nounced seasonal decline, only 21,- 
492 cars being made in that month 
In May the output was 31,559 cars. 

As compared with the figures fox 
the month of May, 1929, the data 
for June, 1929, show declines in the 
output of closed passenger models, 
trucks and chassis, while an in- 
crease was reported in the output 
of open passenger cars and taxicabs 
or buses. Closed passenger cars 
dropped from 20,988 to 12,335; trucks 
from 1,012 to 914, and chassis from 
6.376 to 4,832, while the number of 
open passenger cars rose from 3,162 
to 3,387, and taxicabs or buses from 
21 to 33. 

It is shown by the customs re- 
turns for Canada for the month of 
June that 4,768 motor cars were 
imported into Canada and 8,270 ex- 
ported. For the first half of the 
present year, imports totaled 33,333 
cars and exports 59,891 cars. ‘This 
was an advance of 11 per cent. in 
imports and of 124 per cent. in ex- 
ports over the figures for the corre- 
sponding period of 1928.
